Quoting reports from Cuba, the 
exile said the Fidel Castro regime 
kept, a close watch on. the' fam- 
ilies of Menoyo and his ,top aides, 
as well as places in Cuba familiar 
to them.. 

“As they (Menoyo and bus aides) 
were dropping from sight, the 
Castro-Communist espionage pe- 
riodically reported to Havana 
every One of their steps,” accord- 
ing to information Martinez said 
he received through Mexico. , 

Raul Castro, Cuban armed 
forces minister, said earlier this 
week that Menoyo and his three 
aides ( were captured' eight hours 
after they landed. Ha said thou-
